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shall deem it proper to do so for the interest of the 
state. Section 8. There is hereby appropriated out of 
the general fund for such purposes, the sum of one 
thousand dollars to be used at the discretion of the 
governor for the purpose aforesaid, to be drawn upon 
his order. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 139. 

[Published Moral 18, 1889.] 

AN ACT prohibiting the introduction of Texas and Cherokee cattle 
into the state of Wisconsin. 

The 7 eople of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. That it shall not be lawful for any one Prohibits& 
to bring into this state, or own or have in their posses- 
sion any "Texas or Cherokee" cattle. 

SECTION 2. Any person who shall violate any pro- Penalty for vi-
visions of this act shall for every such violation, forfeit istb" act-
and pay into the treasury of the county where the 
offense is committed, a sum not exceeding one thousand 
dollars, or be both fined and imprisoned in the county 
jail at the discretion of the court, though such time of 
imprisonment shall not exceed one year, and such per-' 
son or persons shall pay all, damages that may accrue 
to any one by reason of the violation of this act 

SECTION 3. This act shall not apply to any Texas Notlo Vat* 
or Cherokee cattle now on hand within this state ; but el"' 4.11"." 
persons having such shall be compelled to keep them 
within the bounds of their own premises orseparate from 
other cattle, and any damage that may accrue from 
allowing such cattle to run at large and thereby spread-
ing the disease among other cattle shall be recovered 
from the owner or owners thereof, who shall be liable 
to all the pains and penalties as provided for in section 
2 of this act.

CHAPTER 140.

AN ACT to establish the salary of the assistant superintendent of 
public instruction, and of the corresponding secretary and libra-
rian of the state historical society. 

Die people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. The salary of the assistant state super-
intendent of public instruction is hei.eby fixed and es-
tablished at eighteen hundred dollars per year ; that of 
the corresponding secretary of the state historical so-
ciety, at one thousand two hundred dollars per year, 
and that of the librarian of said society at one thou-
sand six hundred dollars per year, to be drawn quartprly 
from the state treasury on the warrant of the secretary 
of state ; and there is hereby annually appropriated out 
of any moneys in the state treasury not otherwise ap-
propriated, a sum sufficient to pay said salaries. 

SECTION 2. -All acts and parts of acts inconsistent 
or conflicting with the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed. 

.SicctION '8. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
